Killing z He does indeed approve of giving Battle to the Kings 
WILL : but whether to aym at it, in his Maeſtys HEAD, or in 
his HEART, #s not, as yet, STATEDLY attermin'd. Now to 
moderate the matter, The Presbyterians only cut off his Majeſtys 
Hands, and Feet, ſo that he could neither Help nor Shift for him- 
ſelf, andthen gave him( Sold him T ſhould ſay ) to the Independents, 
Who cut off his Head.

. eAMethinks Afr, Baxter might have let This moſt Reverend, Pi- 
ous, Loyal awd AN TIPAPAL Arch-Biſhop have ſlept quietly in 
his Grave, and out of pure Gratitude to our Preſent Sovereign, to 
whoſe Mercy this very Gentleman owes bus Life, ſetting aſide the Ve- 
neration that belongs to Majeſty, and Truth ;, Methinks Mr. Bax- 
ter night have ſpared this Libell, ander the Government of the Son, 
againſt the Adminiſtrations of the Father.
